recently at a meeting of the
Street Tree Seminar, it was re-

The threat comes in the
form of the small European
elm bark beetle (Scolytus mul-
tistriatis), Clemmer said. The
beetle is a tiny insect, about
one-eighth of an inch in length,
that attacks the inner bark of
elm {rees and may Kkill an ap-
parently healthy tree in four
to five months

superin-

THE ADULT female beetle
drills into the bark and lays

larvae radiate outward, eating
the inner bark of the {ree

Considerable damage
throughout the Southland has
been found, although factual
information about the heetle in
the area is scanty, the tree ex-
perts were told.

THE STREET Tree Seminar,
an organization made up of
street tree supervisors of the
Los Angeles basin, made sev-
eral recommendations after
the discussions on the subject:

1. Maintain the health and |z

vigor of your {rees. A healthy
tree is not as apt to be attack-
ed. Thorough watering is es-
sential. Soak the root-zone of
your ftree to a depth of 3 to 4
feet once every 3 or 4 weeks,

This is essential even though
your tree appears to have suffi-

2. Examine the trunk and
larger limbs of your trees fre-
quently, The first evidence of
beetles may be small pin-holes
in the bark of your tree. Adult
beetles are active from May
through November or possibly
December.

3. If you have a beetle prob-
lem contact a qualified agency,
such as a pest control operator,

4. Destroy all dead, dying,
or infested elm trees. Dispose
of all elm wood in such a man-
ner as o kill all beetles in the
wood and prevent future infes-
tations.
